It was found that a period of n ineteen solar years 
actly corresponded with 235 lunar months, or 19 lunar years and seven months. 
herefore, in seven years of evcry gush cycle (the 3ed, 6th, 8th, 14th, 17th 
ol 1%th) there is added another month—the Second Adar. Next year, 5649, will 
the sisth in the present cycle and therefore a Second Adar will be added ; 
pe year consisting of thirteen lunar months. This will cause the New Year 5650 
pooumence three weeks later than 5649. We may mentiona fact not generally 
town, that in the intercalary year all the Festivals and Fasts (after Adar I.)

One of the 
greatest Italian houses abroad is that of Allatini Brothers, of London and 
Salonica. In London, a Jew, Signor E. Arbib, of St. Mary Axe, is Vice-President 
of the Italian Chamber of Commerce, and a Vice-Presid:nt of the Italian 
Exhibition.. 


There was one trait in the character of the late M. Isaac Strauss which 
eminently entitled him to the esteem of his co-religionists, Ia the zenith of 
his prosperity, when enjoying the favour of the Emperor and his Court, and 
when a persona gratissima in the highest aristocratic circles, he not only never 
forgot that he was a Jew, but he practiced the observances of his religion with 
scrupulous fidelity. M. Strauss used to relate with evident pleasure that many 
years back whilst at Plombiéres, he was in the habit of promenadiog with Casimir 
Perier on Saturday towards dusk in front of the Casino. Perier helped him to 
discover in the sky the first stars which indicated the advent of night, and 
would remark, “ Come my young friend, you may take up your violin and com- 
mence the concert, for I see the traditional three stars shining in the heavens.”’ 
Wherever he resided he kept a strictly kosher house ; at Vichy, which owed its 
prosperity to him, his table was open to the many Jews from Africa and the 
East, who came to that thermal station for the cure. Twice he placed at the 
disposal of the Emperor Napoleon the splendid villa which he had built in Vichy. 
On both these occasiuns he begged the Emperor’s Chamberlain not to remove 
the Mezuzahs affixed to each door, and to Jeave in the apartment used by his 
Imperial Majesty asa study the antique Jewish lamp, which had been inherited. 
by M. Strauss from his grandparents. Such was the mia who, chiefly in a spirit. 
of piety, amassed the splendid collection of objects associated with Jewish 
ecclesiastical art, which formed the theme of general admiration at the Albert 
Hall last year. | 


The Government of Holland has lately performed an act which is entirely 
in harmony with the ancient traditions of that tolerant country. Ordinary return 
tickets on Dutch railways are available eithegfor two or four days, according to 
distance. The Ministry has now issaed orders to the Managers of State Railways 
that whenever any of the days for which tickets are available fall on a Jewish 
Sabbath or Festival such days should not be reckoned, and the validity of the 
ticket should be extended accordingly. This concession miy be regarded as a 
complement to the privilege already enjoyed by J ewish season-ticket holders, 
who, according to the printed regulations, may present their tickets for renewal 
after their legal expiration, in the event of such expiration coinciding with a 
Saturday, or one of the sacred days of a Jewish festival. 


The consecration of a Sepher Torah, even when attended by a special 
ceremony, is usually an event of Jewish interest only. A remarkable exception 
to this rule has been made at Ziindorf in Prussia, where practically the entire 
town participated in the rejoicings which were carried out on an extensive 
scale. Christians vied with Jows in the decoration of their houses with flags 
and flowers, especially in that part of the town through which the pro- 
cession escorting the Scroll of the Law passed on its way to the synagogue, This 
procession, which was swelled by many visitors from Cologne and Miilheim, 
was headed by anuinber of girls dressed in white and adorned with flowers, 
and by boys carrying banners. When in other parts of Germany evil-minded 
persons are duing their worst to sow discord between Jews and Christians, it is 
refresbing to read of the pleasing incident of which Ziindorf has been the se re.

S1r,—The “couple of remirks” pithily formulated by my friend, Mr. Jaco's, 
would, as a matter of coarse, utterly demolish and iavalida te my “identification ” 
if they happened to be true in substance and fa:t ; but, a3 fortunately for me, and 
unluckily for him, they lack the substratum of truth, I do not see that I am justi- 
fied in wearying your readers with a contest aga'nst ficti-n.

ficial knowledge of his subject, and invariably errs when he has ozeasioa to write 
anent the early Jeas of England. 

Lt me illustrate this my list bo'd assertion by a reference to Hagin fil Deule. 
cresse himself. Mr. Jacobs, in common with others, takes him to be a Chief Rabbi, 
an unowarrantable assamption which I have exposed. Out of hisinner consciousness 
he has likewise invested him with the title of Evesk; but as in the hundred and 
more references I have collected about this Hagin, I have never met with the 
designation, I take it for granted that this investiture is an utter mistake. An 
Ifagin le Evesk existed in Canterbury, as Dr. Neubauer has rightly shown.

The Ve York Herald recently published the report of an interview with th. 
H.P. Mendes. The following gives views on the Restoration from an Ameri_ 


“The subject of restoration is one not clearly understood. It is as distinctly a 
prophesy of the Bible as is our expatriation and dispersion, which has come to pass. 


| Apart from patriotic or Jewish sentiment, let us look over it for a moment fiom a 


ommon eenee standpoint. 

First, is the land of Palestine desirable? The answer is, most emphatically, it 
isadesirable land. Its fertility was proverbial, and the eoil, after its centuries of 
rat, must, from a farmer’s standpoint, be fully recovered. Apart from Bible sources, 
where it is constently called ‘a land flowing with milk and honey,’ or ‘the land is 
exceeling good’ (Num. xiv.

It was only last week that we were enabled to

Wherever civilization exists, there live Jews, and in a most unexpected 


_ | number of uncivilized localties there live men who claim descent from the 


patriarchs and preserve the creed of Israkt. 


Often these outlying “colonies” present many features of interest, The 
Falashas or Jews of Abyssinia have shown that centuries of isolation from 
the rest of Jewry have failed to affect their allegiance to the fundamental pra- 
ciples of Judaism. The Riff Jews in the interior of Morocco are distinguished 
from others of their race by surpassing their neighbours in physical pores 
and endurance. Only a few weeks ago we had a letter from a correspondent 
who attempted to ascertain for us the fate of the Jews of Kae-Fung Iw, the 
remarkable colony of Israelites in China that has so long piqued the cutiosty 
of the world. Indeed, “from Greenland’s icy mountain to Afric’s burning 
sands,” the Jew adapts himself to all kinds of conditions of life, physical ant 
He is in short ubiquitous. 


This phenomenon is not one of recent date, Even in the time of 


_Joseravs he could boast of the ecumenical dispersion of his people. Th 


Diaspora began indeed with the fa'l of the monarchy of Israel, anderenin 
Sotomon’s time we find a readiness to travel and sojourn in strange lads 
from Tarshish to Ophir, which modern exegesis takes to mean from Cadi 
to the Indus.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR AND THE ANTI-SEMITES, 


(‘‘ TIMES” TELEGRAM 


BERLIN, Aveust 29, 

Referring to a violent article directed against the Jews which recently appeared 
in an Evangelical Conservative organ here, the Berliner Béirsen Zeitung stated that, 
in conversing with a rising young statesman, the Emperor declared that it was the 
pride of the Hohenzollerns to reign over the noblest, the most advanced, and the 
most cultured of peoples, that the entire German statute-book was’ inspired by 
humane principles, and that whoever failed to recognize this fact and sought. to - 
incite the minds of men against one another could not reckon on the Emperor's 
approval to whatever party he might belong. The National Zeitung now learns 
that His Majesty has made frequent observations to this effect, and that the 
rema'ks above quoted, though not, perhaps, the Emperor's ipsissima verba, are a 


full expression of the Imperial views.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 


[FROM OUR CONSTANTINOPLE CORRESPONDENT. ] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, AvuGust 23rp, 1888, 
A Jewish journal never falls into mv hands without my invariably finding there 


-in several coluinns devoted to the situation of the Jewsin Russia. This question 


has again come to the fore, owing to the decrees of expulsion recently launched 
against many thousands of our unfortunate coreligionists residing ia the 
dominions of the Czar. 

A letter sent from Kaminetz Podolsk to Constantinople paints in sombre 
colours the position of the Russian Jews in general, and particularly of those 


in that province. The description of their sufferings, which is given in that 


letter, must move to pity everyone who has a spark of humanity in his breast. 

l'o see thousands of unfortunate fathers, mothers, children and aged inon 
and women mercilessly exiled from no fault of their own ; to see numerous 
families deprived of all they possessed, and finally to sce them torn from the land 
in which they were boro, from the soil on which they have grown up, and which 
had become as dear to them as life itself, is not this.a heart-rending spectacle 
which must awaken all our sympathy ? And by whom are these inhuman acts 
committed ? in what age are they decreed and in which country ? To all these 
questions one almost hesitates to reply that these scenes are enacted towards the 
end of the ninetecnth century in Russia, among a civilis:d people who are held 
to be one of the most powerful nations in Europe at the present day, That which 
aggravates the disastrous condition of the Jews in Russia is the recent decree 
expelling 360 families from Kaminetz Podolsk, and reducing tem to tha lo west 
depths of misery. Whither are they to go for a refuge, and who will give them 
shelter they are of every means of existence? 

Those who have given attention to this question are convinced, and this 
conviction is shared py the Russian Jews themselves, that these barbarous acts 
must be quite unknown to the Emperor. The leading Jews in every country 
should devise means for addressing an appeal to his Imperial Majesty. If all 
the facts which are within their knowledge were brought to his notice, there is 
a possibility that such a step may lead to the repeal of these repeated acts of 
expulsion and of other equally harsh measures of which Jews in different parts 
of the Empire are victims. 


DISASTROUS FIRE IN POLAND. 


By the accidental overturning vf acan containias petroleum, the greater 
rt of the town of Radski has been laid in ashes. The materia! of which the 
jouses were constructed enabled the flames to spread with alarming rapidity, 
Altogether about three hundred houses were burnt: down. 490 farmilies, almost 
exclusively Jews, have lost everything, and 3,509 individuals are camping outin 
the open. Four persons lost their lives in the flames. Phe Russian soldiers acted 
with great bravery in rescuing a large number of the inhabitants, otherwise the

UNITED STATES.

lands, for it is to this country where the largest number of emigrants aro coming, 
In fact, it would not be amiss if the initiative were taken by our American brethren 
in this matter; if the greatest burden of taking care of the emigrants falls on us, 
the greatest part of the responsibility lies with us, too, and it must be confessed 
that since the dissolution of the “ Emigrants’ Aid Society,” in 1883, little or nothing 
has been done here to regulate the emigration affairs. Through that commission 
“unsuitable subjects” would be dissuaded leaving their old homes, and spared the 
trouble and expense of useless journeying, and those who can better their condition 
and become worthy American citizens might be protected in their rights and helped 
t» reach their goal, |

An awkward contretemps occurred in New York early in the present month, The 
Mount Sinai Congregation had acquired possession of St. James's Episcopal Church, 
a fashionable place of worship, and had converted it into a synagogue.

THE BENI-ISRAEL. : 


|BY HAEEM SAMUEL KEHIMKER—A MEMBER OF THE COMMUNITY. | 


I shall feel obliged if you will be good enough to publish in your widely circu- 
lated paper, the following account of the Beni-Israels, aboat whom European, 
American and Asiatic Jews, and other antiquarian scholars have scarcely any 
authentic information. This account will throw some light on the place and the 
time of the immigration of the ancestors of the Beoi-Israels into India, as well as 
on the tribe to which they belonged. 

The Beni-Israela say that their ancestors came to India about 
sixteen or eighteen hundred years ago from a country northward ([See 
Lands of the Bible, vol. ii, page 667, by Dr. Wilson], or from the 
northern provinces, to avoid persecution that followed in the train of 
its constant invasion by a host of conquerors, Thus their motive in coming 
to India was the safety of their lives and property, but although they went toa 
new place or to a new country they brought with them their old misfortunes, and 
consequently the ship in which they came to their Indian refuge was wrecked near 
the Henery and Kenery Islands in the Indian Ocean, These islands are about 15 
miles distant from Cheul, which was a great emporium of trade with the Red Sea 

about 2,000 years ago. Ofthe shipwrecked only seven men and seven women were 
saved and took refuge on the shore of Nowgav, a village on the coast about six 
miles from Henery ani Kenery Islands, Many of the drowned were washed away 
to the shores of the very village where the seven pairs took refuge, while others 
were carried to other ehores, of which nothing was known until recent times, 
[ Recent researches bave discovered that the ancestors of the Konkanasth or 
Chitpavan Brabmins were probably some shipwrecked foreigners, who were cast 
ashore at the foot of Sahyadri hills. The fourteen corpses of these foreigners werg 
acoording to a Hindu legend, animated with life on a pyre or Chita by Purrushram 
as mentioned in the Hindu Puranas, Purrushram made them Brahmins, and pre“ 
sented them with a strip of land on the coast of the Konkan about 30 miles broad: 
The colony of these Chitpavans was established at Chiplon. It seems that the 
ancestors of the Chitpavans did not enter Konkan by land but came in from far 
beyond the sea, Their fair complexion, their light or grey eyes, and the legend of 
their shipwreck corroborate the above statement, Some say that the ancesto:s of 
this tribe have probably come by ship either from Egypt or through Egypt, while 
others maintain ttat they are descendants of Jews from Barbary, a province in 
Africa, and that they came through Egypt. The immigration of the Beni-Israels 
into India from a foreign country frem beyond the sea is analogous to the immi- 
gration of the Chitpavans, who are also said to have come from beyond the sea, the 
shipwreck encountered by the ancestors of the Beni Israels corresponds with the 
legend cold of those of the Ohitpavans on the same coast, and the coast along which 
both of these tribes have settled since their arrival being practically the same, 
these facts cannot but give rise in every thinking mind to the question: Did the 
Beni-Israels and the Chitpavans originally belong to the same ctock ? A satisfactory 


solution of this question is well nigh impossible at this distance of time in the I 


absence of any historical proof. | 

The dead bodies of the drowned men and women, which were washed ashore 
off Nowgav, were buried in two mounds, which are still to be seen in that village, 
and are said to be the graves of the ancestors of Beni-Israels, [vide Bombay 
Gazetteer, vol. xi.. page 327, Kolabuand Janjira.] The ancestors of the Beni-Israels 
lost everything they bronght with them from their homes in this shipwreck, and 
were in consequence reduced to a very miserable plight, which may better be. 
imagined than described, Homeless and destitute of support, with starvation staring 
them in the face, they continued to wander disconsolate and weary on that coast 
with scarcely any means of living until they took to the occupation of oil pressing 
and farming, which, it is presumed, they followed in their native country, and

They were so-called be ause they continued to work at their press throughout the 
nix days of the w.ek, beginning from Sunday and abstained from every kind of 
work on Saturday. Their abstinence from work on this day is very significant in 
so far as it establishes their descent from the rac2 of Israel beyond a shadow of 
doubt, They now number about 10,000 souls, and live in the Bombay Presidency. 


It is true that historical documents peculiar to the Beni-Israels or Charterafrom 
the native Princes would have been the safest guide in arriving at s>mne conclusions 
as to their nationality, the time of their immigration, &c.,, but the former: were all 
lost in the shipwreck and the latter (if any were granted) ma3t bo buried in obli- 
vion as is the case with regard to those of many other races in India, In‘the- 
absence of such documeats several bypotheses have been advanced by many writers 
[Rev. Dr. Wilson in his “ Lands of the Bible,” vol. II., pages 667-676; Rey. Dr. 
Wilson ia his Appeal for the Christian Education of Beni-Israels in 1866; Israel 
Joseph Benjamin IT. in his work entitled Eight years in Asia and Africa from 1846- 
1855,” published at Hanover in 1859, chap. xviii. and xix.; Riiter’s “ Erdkunde,” vol, 
IL., part 5, div, I. Asia, pages 594-601 ; “ Eben Saphir,” vol. IL., by Jacob Saphir, pub- 
lished in Hebrew at Mayence in 1875 ; “Bombay Gazetteer,” Poona, vol, xviii., part I. 
pages 506-536] after superficial observations as to the time and place of their emi- 
gration to India, but none of them seems to have come to any definite cocclusion, 
There is, however, only one alternative left by which their origin may be traced at | 
this distance of time.
